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THERE has come under our notice of late several 
reports indicating the energy and efficiency of the 
officers Cetailed at colleges for duty as professors of 
military science and tactics, and we feel bound to 
gay that the efficiency seems to increase with the 
length of the detail. The question, therefore, arises 
*Ts the length of the detail as at present fixed, too 
short to insure the best work?” Those most inter- 
ested might well consider the point and act accord- 
ingly. : 

GENERAL BOULANGER’S appearance in the French 
chambers does not promise to add to his reputation.

Since we began the publication of the list of 
longevity claims allowed weekly ly the Second 
Comptroller of the Treasury, that official has been 
in daily receipt of a score or more letters from 
Naval officers urging an ea ly settlement of their 
claims. The Comptroller: has become so much 
annoyed by tbese appeals that he declines to permit 
further publication of the lists. We shall be com- 
pelled, therefore, to postpone the publication of any 
more allowed claims until the full list bas been cer- 
tified to Congress for payment. This will be some 
time next month. 








IN replying to insinuations, made during the de- 
bate on the Army bill the other day, of extravag- 
ance in the use of the Army transportation fund, 
Mr. Townshend, who had the bill in charge, referred 
to the present efficient head of the Quartermaster’s 
Department in the following complimentary man- 
ner: ‘* The decrease on account of Army transpor- 
tation is $50,000, and the officer in charge of that 
branch of the Department is a most efficient and 
economic officer, and he even goes forward and sug- 
gests reductions which we perhaps would never 
have been able to discover if it had not been for his 
care in this respect. I think we can safely intrust 
it to him, and if there is any abuse of the law as it 
now exists I will cheerfully join with the gentle- 
man in securing a change.” 








A LETTER from the Chief of Ordnance to 
the Secretary of War was read in the House 
on June 16, in connection with a proposed 
amendment to the Army Appropriation bill for an 
appropriation for the manufacture of experimental 
guns, projectiles, etc. It calls attention to the fact 
that at its past two sessions Cungress made no ap- 
propriation for the armament of fortifications, 
through failure ot the committee in conference to 
agree on the provisions of the fortification bill, and 
Suggests an amendment to the Army bill, now 
pending before the House, providing $500,000 for 
the general purposes of procuring guns, powder, 
projectiles, carriages, fuzes, etc., their test, etc, It 
18 generally similar in terms and amount to section 
5 of House bill 8465, reported by the Military Com- 
mittee at the present session, and in addition is 
embodied an item of $126,000 for completing the 








existing gun plant at the Watervliet Arsenal.

Ir is unfortunate that the naval appropriation 
bill as reported from the House committee carries 
with it no authorization for small ships. Large 
vessels are needed, but the immediate pressing 
want of the service seems to be in the direction of 
those of 1,200 to 1,500 tons displacement, which 
are required to replace the wooden craft now so 
rapidly passing out of existence. These could be 
constructed with comparative rapidity, armament 
included—while the larger craft with their heavier 
guns are necessarily slow in progressing to comple 
tion. Three small ships could be constructed for 
the price of one large cruiser and in less than half 
the time. It will be buta short time before our 
wooden pavy will have ceased to exist, and, as a 
matter of fact, the decrease in vessels for active ser- 
vice afloat is likely to be greater than the increase, 
unless steps are taken to build smaller ships than 
those now on the stocks or provided for in the cur- 
rent bill. 


On Saturday next, June 30, Brigadier General 
James C. Duane, Chief of Engineers, U. S. A., will 
be retired for age, after an honorable and distin 
guished service dating from July 1, 1844, when he 
entered the Military Academy. He has always been 
identified with the Engineer Uorps, although on 
May 14, 1861, being then a first lieutenant, he was 
offered a captaincy in the line, which he declined, 
and only a few months afterwards attained the 
grade in his own corps. He received the brevets of 
lieutenant-colonel, colonel and brigadier-general 
for gallant and meritorious services during the 
war, the two first brevets including ‘distinguished 
professional conduct before Petersburg, Va.” He 
was appointed Chief of Engineers October 11, 1886, 
and now retires from that position for the quiet of 
private life with the good wishes of his associates 
of the corps and the Army in general, and the 
esteem of those of his countrymen in civil hfe who 
are aware of his high professional worth and pro- 
fessional standing. 














Last week we gave a brief account of the per- 
sonal iosses sustained by officers and men of the 5th 
U. S. Infantry by the sinking of the steamboat Gen, 
Terry while the regiment, was en route from Mon- 
tana to Texas. Asa correspondent writes: ‘‘ What 
they had on the boat represented to most of them 
all they had in the world. Some of the young officers 
had recently married, and their boxes contained their 
wives’ wedding presents, dresses, and other personal 
effects.” Strictures have been passed in some quar- 
ters upon the transportation provided for these 
troops, but be that as it may, it certainly behooves 
the Government to take prompt measures looking 
to the pecuniary reimbursement of the sufferers. 
And in using the word “prompt” we desire to 
give emphasis to its full meaning, for in our recol- 
lection are other cases of a similar nature to the 
General Terry disaster waere it took years and 
years to adjudicate the claims and when at last 
they were passed many interested who would have 
been much benefited had passed beyond the reach 
of an earthly settlement. Let such not be the case 
in the present instance.

men not tobe guilty of such parsimonious con- 
scientiousness as to fail to pass this amendment, 
and thus continue this patriotic custom which has 
obtained ever since this nation was born. Let the 
cannon boom at sunrise and sunset, when the flag 
first floats on the morning air, and when it is low- 
ered at the close of day, to show that we bonor and 
reverence this beautiful emblem of our greatness.” 
Mr. Tillman added: ‘‘ I trust no one here will be so 
parsimonious as to begrudge honoring the Stars and 
Stripes at every fort in the land, every day in the 
year. It will increase both the love and veneration 
of the people for their national emblem. Moreover 
a morning gun has utility as well as sentiment, be- 
cause it wakes lazy people up; both the sun rise and 
sun down guns serve as a sort of time piece for the 
poor. What American, sir, will object to salutmg 
by the morning and evening gun the sovereignty of 
his country, that the sound of the cannon may 
echo and re-echo, reverberating through the land to 
let the people know that their nation has power to 
protect them, and power to punish them when they 
go wrong ?” 








ConGREss is displaying a somewhat more liberal 
spirit this year in the matter of appropriations for 
the improvement and enlargement of military posts. 
The prospects are that there will be nearly a million 
and a half available for this purpose and for general 
repairs to barracks and quarters during the coming 
fiscal year. In the Army appropriation bill as it 
passed the House is an appropriation of $600,000 
for barracks and quarters, construction of tempor- 
ary buildings at summer cantonments and for re- 
pairs to public buildings at established posts; 
$12,500 for the construction of quarters for hospital 
stewards and $300,000 for necessary buildings and 
wharf at Fort Sheridap, the new military post near 
Chicago. In the Sundry Civil bill before the House 
this week are appropriations of $250,000 for im- 
provements and construction cf buildings at such 
posts as the Secretary of War may designate, and 
$100,000 for continuing the construction of build- 
ings at the Fort Riley Cavalry and Artillery School. 
In addition to the above the following bills contem- 
plating appropriations at posts specially designated 
are pending, some of which are well advanced to- 
ward laws: Senate bill appropriating $100,000 for 
completion of quarters, barracks and stables at Forts 
Robinson and Niobrara, passed by the Senate and 
now on House calender, having been favorably re- 
ported by the House Military Committee; Senate 
bill appropriating $200,000 for purchase of a new 
site for Fort Omaha and construction of new build- 
ings thereon, passed Senate and favorably reported 
by House Committee; House bill appropriating 
$200,000 for the continuation of the construction of 
barracks at Atlanta, Ga., not reported from com- 
mittee; House bills appropriating $100,000 for the 
enlargement of Fort Selden, N. M., $200,000 for en- 
largement of Santa Fe, N. M., and $100,000 for re- 
pairs, etc., to barracks at St. Augustine, Fla., and 
Fort Maricn, not reported.

Mason James McKniGur, who died June 1, at 
Reading, Pa., was appointed a Captain of the 5th 
U. 8. Artillery May 14, 1861, and served with great 
credit and efficiency during the war, receiving the 
brevet of Major for his gallantry at Spotteylrania, 
Cold Harbor and Cedar Creek. He resigned March 
9, 1876. The Reading Despatch, referring to the 
event, says: Major MeKnight’s death marks the 
passing away of one of the most honorable of men, 
as well as one of the most ardent patriots in the 
country. He enjoyed the enviable distinction of 
having commanded the first company of volunteers 
that responded to President Lincoln's proclamation 
for troops at tbe outbreak of the war. He was a 
gentleman in all respects and under all circum- 
stances, the very pivk of old-time gentility, and the 
soul of honor in all his dealings with his fellow- 
men. 


Cou. THEoporvs Barter Myers died June 16in 
New York. When the rebellion broke out be vol- 
unteered and went with the 12th New York militia 
on the steamer Baltic, assuming temporarily the 
position of quartermaster in charge of supplies in- 
tended for Fort Sumter. He joined the staff of Gen. 
Butler, and was detailed as quartermaster, remain- 
ing on Gen. Butler's staff, and afterwards on that of 
Gen. Wool,and performed efficient duty. Colonel 
Myers was an entbusiastic student of American his- 
tory, and a most genial and accomplished centle- 
man, whose presence will be greatly missed bya 
large circle of acquaintances. He leaves a widow 
and two children, ove of whom is Lieut. T. B. Myers 
Mason, U.S. Navy. 


Tue Leavenworth Times, referring to the late 
Mrs, Pope, wife of Major-General Johu Pope, U. 3.

REPRESENTATIVE BROWNE v. THE FACTS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


In looking over the debate on the Army bill in the 
House, I was much surprised to note the statement 
made by Representative Browne, of Indiana, that 
he takes the responsibility of saying, “pot one in 
five of the paymasters are engaged in the actual 
duty of paying thetroops.” Theabsolute absurdity 
of the statement ought to be its own answer, but in- 
asmuch as it comes from Mr. Browne, who asserts 
that he has beea familiar with the subject in the 
past, and does not hesitate to assume any responsi- 
bility that may attach to bis statement as to the pres- 
ent, [have taken the trouble to look over the reports 
of the Paymaster General for the past few years to 
ascertain if it were possible that such a state of 
affairs existed, and find as follows: During the fiscal 
year 1884 there were 52 paymasters in service, 50 
of whom were actually engaged in paying the troops. 
These officers made over 450 pay trips, travelled 
over 233,000 miles, of which over 43,000 were by am- 
bulance and stage, and disbursed in tbe field over 
$5,000,000, all this in addition to at least $8,000,000 

aid out in office. During 1885, of the 49 paymasters 
in service, 45, the number available for duty, were 
all actively engaged in paying the troops. The num- 
ber of pay trips, distance travelled, and amount dis- 
bursed in the field and in office was office was about 
the same as in the previous year. Of the 48 pay- 
masters in service ia 1886, four were unable to per- 
form duty and had applied to be retired, the re- 
maining 44 were on duty paying the troops. The re- 

orts for that year show they made over 430 pay 
ripz, travelled over 234,000 miles and disbursed 
nego the same amounts in office and in the field as 
nD 

- And nowas to the oom 1887, during which not one 
in five, avcording'to Mr. Browne, was engaged in the 
legitimate discharge of his duty. There were 47 offi- 
cers in the Department. Not one in five would 
therefore be about nine, who did ail the work of 
paying the troops. The amount disbursed during 
that year was over $14,000.000, over $5,000,000 in the 
field and nearly $9,000,000 in office. There are 136 
military posts scattered over this broad land from 
Kennebec Arsenal, Maine, to San Diego in Cali- 
fornia; from Townsend in Washington Ter., to Fort 
Brown in Texas. About 100 of these posts were each 
paid six times during the year, and the others 
twelve times, and-vali, with but few exceptions, 
within fifteen days after date of muster. 

The Paymaster-General says that, to make these 
payments it took 45 paymasters 2,490 days, that these 
officers travelled over 232,000 miles, of which 34,000 
was by ambulance and stage. I leave it to a vivid 
imagination to coneeive the celerity with which the 
“one in five’ must have diffueed himself over his 
tour to have accomplished this task. 

In acelebrated case of antiquity (1 Moses, 18, 32,) 
it was held that for the sake of ten righteous men 
an evil and corrupt city would bespared. May not 
the Pay Department cry aloud, and ask for the sake 
of these pine active, diligent officers within its 
borders, that its sins of omission (none of commis- 
sion are charged) may be condoned, and it be 
spared the fearful fate that consumed that ancient 
citv. A misstatement of a matter of record is due 
either to wilful negligence, or deliberate misrepre- 
sentation, and although these figures may not con- 
vince Mr. Browne, they may tend to show that his 
statements, with reference to the Pay Department, 
must be taken in the future “‘cum grano salis.”’

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THE CASE OF CAPTALN SELFRIDGE, 


G. C. M., No. 41, Navy Department, June 12, 1888, 
announce the proceedings, etc., of the G. C. M., 
which convened at the Navy Department, June 4, 
1888, and of which Rear Admiral James E. Jouett, 
U. S. N., is President, for the trial of Capt. Thomas 
O. Selfridge, U. 8. N., on the charges of “Neglect of 
Duty.” The court acquitted the accused of the 
charge and specifications, finding him guilty of 
the specifications only so far as they allege the 
fact of the target practice off the island of Ike-Sima, 
Japan, without the consent of the Japanese authori- 
ties. They find the follewing allegations in the spec- 
ifications not proven: 

That it being his duty, as such commanding officer, before 
proceeding with such target practice in waters adjacent to 
and within a marine league of the coast of Japan, to apply 
for and obtain, from tbe proper Japanese authority, permis- 
sion to locate and erect a target as aforesaid for the purpose 
of such practice. That Capt. Selfridge, as such command- 
ing officer, by omitting to make application tor such per- 
mission, and by proceeding with said target practice with- 
out such permission, in disregard of the requirements of the 
comity of nations as existing between a friendly power, to 
wit, the hey oy of Japan, aud the United States, did culpa- 
bly neglect bis duty in the premises. That he placed the 
Omaha in such position and at such distance from said tar- 
get and from said island, that explosive projectiles, fired 
trom said yesse! during such practice, would strike said 
island or land upon or pass over the same and endanger the 
lives, limbs and property of the inhabitants thereof, if any 
there were. That he failed to make, or cause to be made, 
reconnaissance or examination. That some of the frag- 
ments of the projectiles, or a projectile and fragments, 
passed over said island and fell into the waterin front of a 
village of about 375 inhabitants, situate on the northwesterly 
side of said island, and other fragments of said projectiles, 
fired as aforesaid, landed in said village, endangering the 
lives, limbs and property of said inhabitants, and the said 
Capt. Selfridge, as such commanding officer, by locating and 
erecting said target and proceeding with said target prac- 
tice, without having first made such reconnaissance or ex- 
amination as was necessary and sufficient for the purposes 
aforesaid, and by firing, or causing to be fired, the projec- 
tiles aforesaid, under the circumstances aforesaid, did cul- 
pably neglect his duty in the premises. That he did not first 
ascertain, by such reconnaissance or examination as was 
necessary and sufficient for that purpose, whether said island 
was or was not inbabited,and,if inhabited, whether such 
target practice could or could not be had at the place afore- 
said without danger to life, limb or property. That he failed 
to take any steps whatever to ascertain whether or not any 
projectile, fired as aforesaid, remained upon said island, un- 
exploded, and by his omission to cause such search to be 
made, and such unexploded projectiles to be removed, as 
aforesaid, did, as such commanding officer, culpably neglect 
his duty in the vremises. 

The comments of the Secretary of the Navy upon 
the case are as follows: 

The court having concluded its labors by ac- 
quitting the accused, the duty is devolved by law 
upon the Secretary of the Navy, as the convening 
and revising authority, to either ggrore or disap- 
prove the findings of the court. he pruper dis- 
charge of this duty involves, necessarily, the same 
calm. dispassionate and unbiassed consideration of 
the evidence and of the facts thereby estublished as 
has, presumably, been given thereto by the court. 

When the unfortunate occurrenee which gave rise 
to these proceedings was first reported to the De- 
partment, the gravity of the case, the melancholy 
consequences which had followed so closely the tar- 
get practice of the Omaha on the 4th day of March, 
1887, the importance of the questions involved in 
any determination of responsibility, and the high 
standing of the commanding officer of the Omaha, 
all combined to make the investigation, thus imper- 
atively demanded, one of unusual importance. In 
every aspect—but especially in that presented by 
the serious loss of life connected with it—the case 
seemed then, and the results of subsequent investi- 
gation have shown it to be, of an exceptional char- 
acter. Although some of the evidence taken before 
the Court-martial indicates that there had been sev- 
eral instances of target practice with great guns un- 
der circumstances which, if notidentical with, were, 
in some respects, similar to, those under which the 
target practice in question was had, no disastrous 
results had, in any such former instance, directly or 
indirectly, followed such practice. ° 

The investigation ordered by the Department was 
conducted by a Court of Inquiry composed of offi- 
cers well fitted by their rank and experience for the 
performance of the delicate and ‘ifficult duty as 
signed tothem. In the performance of that duty 
every possible requisite and facility was afforded 
them. The officers of the Omaha, and all other per- 
sons having any knowledge necessary for the fulland 
complete information of the court, were present and 
were examined as witnesses. The commanding ofli- 
cer of the Omaha, as the officer prima facie respon- 
sible, was one of the principal witnesses; the court 
haa the benefit of ail the information he could then 
furnish on the subject; it had, also, the benefit of a 
personal visit by the court as a body, in its official 
capacity and accompanied by the witnesses, to the 
island of Ike-Sima and the scene of the disaster; it 
had, further, the advantage of every facility which 
it wasin the power of the Japanese authorities to 
afford in order that the investigation might be im- 
partial, thorough and complete. The voluminous 
recoid of the proceedings of the Court of Inquiry 
and of the testimony taken before it, and the vari- 
ous maps, diagrams and exhibits appended to tbe 
record, give every indication of a patient, industri- 
ous and exhaustive investigation. Under these cir- 
cumstances the evidence taken before the Court of 
peg oy was mutually accepted, by the Government 
and by the accused, as competent and sufficient evi- 
dence before the Court-martial, subject only to the 
reservation that either party might, if desired, in- 
troduce additioval evidence. The findings, however, 
of the Court of Inquiry were not, and could not be, 
in evidence before the Court-martial; could not, in 
any manner, legally or officially influence its pro- 
ceedings, and hence could not, in avy way, trammel 
or interfere with its action, but, having been the re- 
sult of an investigation ordered in pursuance of law 
for the express information of the Department, 
they are entitled, upon a full and final consideration 
of the cese, to such weight as their accordance with 
the testimony and other evidence, both before the 
Court of Inquiry and tbe Court-martial, may, in the 
judgment of the Department, reasonably give to 


them. 

The additional evidence introduced on the trial of 
Capt.Selfridge before the Court martial, including his 
testimony in his own behalf, presents no new features 
which materially affect the conclusions reached by 
the CourtofInguiry. ‘Such evidence was intended 
vainly, to show that Capt, Selfridge fully believed 
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that, in selecting the position he did, viz., off the is- 
land of Ike-Sima, and within a marine league of the 
coast of Japan, withoutaskiug permission, and with- 
out more than a cursory observation of the island, 
he was simply following other precedents, or the 
example of other officers of high standing in the 
Navy clothed with responsibilities similar to his 
own; that,sofar from neglecting suitable precau- 
tions, he took unusual measures to ascertain, while 
the fire was in progress, whether all the shell ex- 
loded, and had, as he supposed, sufficient reason to 
lieve that they did; that it was therefore unne- 
cessury for him to send a boat ashore after the prac- 
tice was over; that there were no sufficient indica- 
tions of the island beinginbabited to require him, in 
his judgment, to make, e‘ther before or after the 
firing, any special examination; that, from such ob- 
servations as were made, he was warrauted in be- 
lieviog that the island was not inhabited; that the 
position selected, viz., in front of a high, precipitous 
bluff, was such as naturally led him to suppose, and 
wurranted him in believing, that the practice could 
be had with absolute safety, and that there was not, 
in any step that he took or omitted to take, any 
culpable neglect of duty or any wanton or intention- 
al disregard of possible danger to life, limb, or prop- 
erty. In the last named conclusion, viz., the absence 
of any intent on the part of Capt. Selfridge which 
could be characterized as criminal, both the Court 
of {nquiry and the Court-martial fully agree, and in 
the opinion of the Department, justly so. But on 
refereuce to the charge and specifications upon 
which Captain Selfiidge was tried before the 
Court-martial, and on a comparison of the 
findings of that court with those of the 
Court of Inquiry, there is such a marked and 
striking difference between conclusions diametri- 
cally opposed to each other, and yet based, substan- 
tially, upon the same evidence that to omit any re- 
mark thereon would indicate a disregard of the find- 
ings of the Court of Inquiry wholly incompatible 
with the fact that they constituted the basis of the 
charge and specifications in this case. 

The tinding of the Court.martial upon the first 
specification, after eliminating the words found to 
be not proven, is that Capt. Selfridge, as the com- 
mauding officer of the Omaha, caused the crew of 
that vessel to be exercised, on the 4th of March, 1887, 
in target practice, with great guns, upon a target 
placed in the waters of Japan, within about fifty 
yards of the island of [ke-Sima, and caused to be fired 
ut such target, and toward and against said island, a 
number of prejectiles of an explosive and destruc- 
tive character, without permission from any Japan- 
ese authority, and without seeking such permission 
and that, in so causing such target practice to be had 
under such circumstances, he did not disregard the 
requirements of the comity of nations, as existing 
between the United States and Japan, and did not 
culpably neglect his duty in the premises. 

The finding of the Court of Inquiry on this part of 
the case is as follows: 


In the opinion of the court, Capt. Selfridge, by figing ata 
target so placed as to land shells or fragments thereof upon 
the soil of a friendly power, without permission first ob- 
tained, did infringe upon the territorial jurisdiction of the 
sume, and thereby violated international law. This is more 
particularly apparent when considered in connection with 
the established tacts, i. ¢., the target was placed within fifty 
yore of the beach of a bigbly cultivated island, inhabited 

y 878 persons living in 83 houses, the line and direction of 
the fire being practically towards the village, which was 
about 650 yards beyond the target. During this practice the 
peaceful occupations and pursuits of the inhabitants of Ike- 
Sima were interrupted, and they, believing themselves in 
peril of their lives, fled from their homes and sought refuge 
on the beach behind a bluff. 


Tbe finding of the Court-martial upon the second 
specification, after eliminating the words found to 
be not proven, is, that Capt. Selfridge, having or- 
dered the target exercise referred to, and it being 
his duty, as commanding officer, to take, or cause to 
be taken, all reasonable and necessary precautions 
to avoid the possibility of endangering life, limb or 
property 4 such exercise, did, nevertheless, cause 
a target to be placed within about fifty yards of the 
islaud of Lke-Sima, and, having placed the Omaha 
1n such position and at such distance that explosive 
projectiles fired from that vessel during such exer- 
cise would strike the island or land upon it, did pro- 
ceed with such target exercise, and, during the con- 
tinuance thereof, did cause to be fired at said target, 
and towards and against said island, six 60-pounder 
rifie shell, and six 8-ineh rifle shell, with percussion 
fuzes, and thirty round shell with five-second time 
fuzes, but, in so doing, and although it was practi- 
cable for him, before locating and erecting said tar- 
get and before proceeding with said exercise, to 
make or cause to be made such reconnaissance or 
examinaticn as was necessary and sufficient to ena- 
ble him to ascertain whether the island was or was 
not inbabited, and, 1f inhabited, whether such exer- 
cise could or could not, under the circumstances, be 
had without danger to life, limb or property, he did 
not culpably neglect his duty in the premises. 

The finding of. the Court of Inquiry on this part 
of the case is as follows: 


We do consider that Capt. Selfridge was negligent in that 
he did neglect to thoroughly inform himself of the nature 
and character of the island towards which he was firing. 


The finding of the Court martial upon the third 
specification, after eliminating the words found to 
be not proven, is, in substance and effect, that Capt. 
Selfridge, after the target exercise before’described 
had been concluded, and although he knew that it 
was a part of his duty and was practicable for bim, 
as commanding officer, immediately op the conclu- 
sion of such exercise, to cause a caretul and thor- 
ough search to be made in order to find and remove 
such projectile or projectiles, if any, as had failed to 
explode, or might be found remaining on said island 
unexploded, did, nevertheless, wholly omit to cause 
such search to be made, and, on the conclusion of 
said target exercise, caused the to proceed 
on her course, when, in fact, six of the projectiles 
referred to remained on said island, unexploded, 
and were, on the same date, found aud removed by 
a posse or persons inhabiting the island, one of 
vei projectiles thus found and removed, and

The finding of the Court of Inqairy on this part 
of the case is as follows: 

We do consider that Capt. Selfridge was negligent . . . 
in not sending on shore,after the firing, to ascertain 
whether or not all bis projectiles had exp so that, 
should any unexploded shelis have been found on the island, 
they might have been brought on board. We do not con- 
sider that he was careless in the sehse of willful lect, 

The court further reports that, in its opinion, loss of 
life, and injuries to certain Japanese subjects, resulting 
from tbe accideutal explosion of a shell in the village of 
lke “ima on the occasion referred to, were due indirectly to 
negligence on the part of Capt. Selfridge, in respect to not 
taking greater precautions to the extent of not sendinga 
proper Officer on shore, after the conciusion of said target 
practice, to ascertain, beyond a doubt, whether or not any

On acareful review and consideration of all the 
evidence in this case, viz., the testimony and exhib- 
its contained in the record of the proceedings of the 
Court of Inquiry, and which werein evidence be- 
fore the Court-martial, and the additional evidence 
introduced on the trial, the Department is clearly of 
opinion that the flodings of the Court of Inquiry, as 
above stated, are fully sustained by the evidence, 
and that the findings of the Court-martial are not in 
accordance with the evidence; the Department 
therefore cannot approve the findings of the Court- 
martial. 

It is a source of regret,in view of the excellent 
record of Capt Selfridze asan officer of the Navy, 
that the Department is unable to adopt the conolu- 
sion reached by the court before which he was 
tried, viz., that there was no neglect uf duty on bis 
part, either before, during or after the target prac- 
tice in question. The rank, standing and. experi- 
ence of the officers composing the court are such 
that there can be no doubt that it has copseienti- 
ously discharged its duty. But the Department has 
also a duty to perform, and that is, notonly to care- 
fully consider and weigh all the evidence fore it, 
in order to determine whether it shall approve or 
disapprove the findings of the court, but likewise to 
avoid the possibility of sanctioning any conclu sion, 
not clearly and fully sustained by the evidence, 
which may operate to create a dangerous precedent. 
It is possible that this consideration may not have 
been present in the mind of the court, but, whether 
present or not, the responsibility of the Department 
in this regard cannot be evaded or ignored. 

lf it were officially announced that a United States 
vessel of war may, at pleasure, erect a target, and 
practice with great guns, in the waters of a friendly 

ower, within a marine league of the shore, without 
inquiry as to the wishes, rules or regulations of such 
power, the Department would lend its official sanc- 
tion to a disregard of well settled principles of na- 
tivnal comity and of international law. If, in addi- 
tion to this, the Department were to announce that 
tbe commanding officer of such vessel is not re- 
quired, before proceeding with such target prac- 
tice, to make so complete and theroughan exami- 
nation of the place selected and of its surroundings 
as to demonstrate, beyond tion, the fact that 
such practice can be had without danger to life, 
limb or property, or that, having omitted such pre- 
vious examination, he may, on the conclusion of 
such practice, proceed on his course without taking 
such steps as are necessary to ascertaiu that no ex- 
plosive projectile remains, unexploded, where it nay 
afterwards be found, and that be will not be held 
responsible for any loss or damage that may be in- 
directly occasioned by such omission, the Depart- 
ment itself would become morally responsible for 
-_ disastrous resulta that might ensue. An appro- 
val of the findings of the Court-martial in this case 
would, in the patqment of the Department, estab- 
lish a precedent which, in view of possible results, 
would be equivalent to an official announcement of 
the character above deseribe4. 

In acquitting Captain Selfridge of blame, the 
Court-martial has necessarily found that his ex- 
ample may be emulated and the precedent followed 
by other officers. 

The Department cannot assent to the view that a 
naval officer may, witbout blame, bold his target 
practice upon the soil of a friendly power without 
consulting such power, and, where be actually im- 
perils life by the flight of the projectiles, without 
the previous examination which would have dis- 
closed such peril, and tusat he may sail away, with 
his full duty discharged, leaving unexpleded pro: 
jectiles to endauger innocent lives. 

Different views may be honestly entertained as to 
what constitutes, in a strict, nical sense, a ne- 
glect of official duty, but the obligation to do that 
which, under any particular combination of cir- 
cumstances, is, in iteelf, right and proper, is an ob- 
ligation universally recognized. An approval of 
the findings of the Court- martial in this case would, 
in the judgment of the Department, be equivalent 
toan admission that such obligation did not exist 
or apply under the circumstances attending the 
target practice of the Omaha on the 4th of bh, 
1887, and a due regard for the interests of the Ser- 
vice necessarily prevents the Department from tak- 
ing any action which — be thus construed. The 
Department has not failed, however, to take into 
consideration both the punishment already borne 
by the officer whose conduct on the occasion re- 
ferred to has been twice investigated, and the 
humiliation and suffering to which he has been eub- 
jected; nor can it doubt that these considerations 
were present in the minds of the members of the 
court, or that they will have the effect to promote, 
in the conduct of target exercises of v of the 
Navy on foreigu shores in future, more judicious 
and cautious methods of procedure than have, ap- 
parently, heretofore obtained. : 

The findings of the Court-martial in this case are 
hereby disapproved. Captain Thomas QO. Selfridge 
is released from arrest.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Rear ApMiIRAL Luce, commanding the North 
Atlantic squadron, has issued an order to the com- 
yee f officers vf his squadron to prepare for in- 
dividual and battery great gun practice as soon as 
practicable. Three prizes are to be presented to the 
captains of the three guns which, atindividual prac- 
tice, make the two best scores, and the guanery pen- 
nant, now carried by the Galena, will be worn by 
the ship making the best battery scores. 

E. R. Oxcort; secretary of the New York Naval 
Reserve Association, states that public interest in 
the project of establishing a militia adjunct to the 
naval forces of the country has increased se rapidly 
that applications for enlistment have already begun 
to pour in upon him. At the next session of the 
Legislature the friends of the movement hope to 
pass a measure authorizing the establishment of a 
State Naval Reserve, and in the meantime ever 
effort will be made to secure the passage of the bill 
now in Congress, authorizing the equipment of such 
an adjunct naval force. 

In a very sensible and practical letter on coast de- 
fence in the London Daily Telegraph, the writer 
proposes that the Government should providea first- 
class torpedo-boat to every seaport town round the 
coast that will make itself responsible for the main- 
tenance of the boat and two qualified crews.

W. Bain- 
bridge-Hoff, was seen steaming up from below 
Sandy Point, and was boarded by Capt. Joseph 
Howard, of the tug Britannia, who piloted the 
Ossipee up to the mouth of the new cut-off chanpel. 
The Ossipee was sent by order of Rear Admiral 
Luce, who had been requested to do so, with a view 
to raisimg the Lody by the firing of heavy guns. 
After anchoring, Comdr. Hoff bad one of the guns 
divisions sent to quarters, and a 12 pound blank 
charge was fired from a nine inch gun every five 
mivutes for over one hour. Before doing so, how- 
ever, Comadr. Hoff said it would do no good to fire 
over such dgep water, as in his opinion the concus- 
sion would not be effective in 18 or 20 feet of water, 
a fact that had been demonstrated by some delicate 
iustruments used for that purpose at the torpedo 
school at Newport. The tiring of the gun broke 
nearly every pane of glass and also the mirrors and 
glassware on the tug Britannia. The engine-room 
skylight glass was demolished, as well as a large 
wirror in thecabin. Theswinging glassware bracket 
filled with glasses had every glass smashed. Capt. 
Robert Freeburger, of the tug Anna Belle, who was 
over two miles above the Ossipee, felt the shock so 
sensibly that his boat trembled, and be gashed his 
throat with a razor while he was shaving. About 
2.30 Pp. M., the Ossipee left for Annapolis. Mr. Good- 
win, on the part of Mr. Garrett's family, thanked 
Comdr.

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NAVY APPROPRIATION BILL. 

THE report of the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs, gcgompanying the Naval Appropriation 
bill, which was reported to the House June 18, thus 
explains the general features of this measure: Tbe 
total amount embraced in the bill is $19,991,074,24. 
The awount appropriated in the act making appro- 
priations for the current fiscal year was $25.786,847.79. 
But that sumembraced $1,732,364 for publhe works 
and $11,048,362 for increase of the Navy: The pres- 
ent bill embraces $1,312,156.47 for public werks and 
$6,000,000 for increase of the Navy, leaving for cur- 
rent expenses of the naval establishment proper 
$12,679,917.77 against $13,396,329.32 for the current 

ear. This sum, which is deemed sufficient, 1s lesa, 
t is believed, than has been appropriated or ex- 
pended since 1860 for similar purposes, 

Our appropriations for the repair and preserva- 
tion of navy-yards and docks, which were many of 
themin bad condition, was last year very much 
more liberal thanfor mapy years,and the pec 
seems to have been well expended and the pablic 
property much improved. We makeasmaller but 
stilla liberal appropriation this year for the same 
purpose. 

The changes in detail over last year’s bill are 
these: The amount son par of the Navy 1s increased 
from $/,000,000 to $7,082,404. Under the appro ria- 
tion for the Bureau of Navigation, pro onal 
papers and pho phic instruments are added io 
and the appropriation increased from $83,000 to 
$90,000; a new item of $10,000 is included.

GENERAL SHERIDAN is better ; not much better it 
is true, but as he bas escaped au attack of heart 
failure for nearly a fortnight, and has taken and 
assimilated considerable nourishment daily during 
the past week, his condition at the present time is 
certainly more encouragipg than it wes a week ago. 
The gain in strength, however, has been slight. He 
is still too weak to sit up. No new complications or 
unfavorable symptoms have lately developed, ex- 
cept perhaps the occasional spells of coughing, 
which would seem to indicate some oedema of the 
lungs. The doctors and other attendants are all 
more hopeful now than at any time since his ill- 
nxs. The faithful aides sbow their confidence in 
many ways. They no longer fear to leave the 
house, but have resumed their daily avocations at 
Army Headquarters. For the past week Colonel 
Sheridan has been engaged acknowledging re- 
ceipt of the many hundred letters and telegrams of 
solicitude that have come in from all parts of the 
world. 








It has finally been determined by the War De- 
partment authorities to have the Regular Army re- 
presented at the Gettysburg celebration, from July 2 
to 5. When the proposition was first submitted the 
Lieutenant-General disapproved because of the ex- 
pense for transportation, but through the efforts of 
the committee in charge of the reunion this objec- 
tion has been overcome. The necessary authority 
was issued from the War Department on Thursday, 
in the shape of the following letter to the command- 
ing General, Division of the Atlantic, for the troops 
in the vicinity of Washington and Baltimore to 


participate in the ceremonies : 


With the approval of the Secretary of War, the General 
commanding the Army directs you to issue the necessary in- 
structions for the garrisons at Washington Barracks, D. C.; 
Fort Myer, Va,, and Fort McHenry, Baltimore, Md., to pro- 
ceed by rail to Gettysburg, Pa., leaving for that point on 
June 28, aod to remain until conclusion of ceremonies at the 
battleficld. Capt. Charies R. Barnett, A. Q. M., Post Quar- 
termaster at Baltimore, under tne direction of the Q. M, 
General, will be directed to proceed to Gettysburg to trans- 
act all business required of the Q. M. Department at that 

d the coming encampment and wiil be instructed 
proceed | re in advance of the troops. 








THE two 8,000 ton vessels provided for in the 
Navy Appropriation bill will be of the Medea and 
Medusa type recently built in Great Britain. The 
5,200 ton ship will be modelled after the Reiner 
Rinaulto, anew naval vessel constructed in Eng- 
land for the Brazilian Government. The 7,500 ton 
line of battle ship will be of a type between those of 
the Inflexible and belted cruiser class. In the Sen- 
ate the Naval Committee will add six light draught 
gunboats for service in the Chinese waters, carry- 
ing four six inch guns each. The battleship will 
carry four 12 inch andsix 10 inch guns. The high- 
est speed yet attained will be called for in the 3,000 
and 5,200 ton vessels. 








SECOND COMPTROLLER BUILER has made a ruling 
that Army officers are vot entitled to pay tor ex- 
pevses incurred in riding in street cars from their 
residences in one portion of a city to their posts of 
duty in another. The question arose in the case of 
an officer of the Ordnance Department detailed for 
duty at the South Boston [ron Works. He did not 
find it agreeable to live in that portion of the city 





and thought he should be provided with car tickets, 
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ENGLISH ORDNANCE EXPERIENCE. 


THE English are having the same experience as 
we in the matter of delay in the delivery of guns 
required to arm their new ships. There were 238 
new B. L. guns issued during 1887 for sea service, 
viz., two 110-ton ; four 67-ton ; two 45-ton; seven 
22-ton ; fifteen 15-ton; one hundred and twenty- 
two 5-ton ; sixty-one 38-cwt., and twenty-five 22- 
ewt. But this number was insufficient. Five ships, 
the Collingwood, Howe, Camperdown, Anson and 
Undaunted, are ready and waiting for their guns, 
and there is every prospect that four others will be 
delayed when ready from the same cause, viz., the 
Australia, Narcissus, Galatea and Immortalité. 
‘*Here we have,” Engineer complains, ‘‘ four of 
our most powerful new class of ship for fighting in 
line, the so-called ‘ Admiral class,’ standing useless 
for defence for an average period of 7} months. 
Considering how rapidly ships become obsolete and 
superseded, the first years of their lives has, of 
course, a special value. This is in two cases abso- 
lutely lost. Large numbers of guns are required, 
and yet not under the terrible stress of actual war. 
This is surely the opportunity for establishing pri- 
vate factories. Elswick and the Royal Arsenal 
would have plenty to do in manufacturing the large 
guns.” 

The Army and Navy Gazette says further: 
‘* Worse even than the acknowledged fact that so 
many of our best aud newest ships are at present 
useless, because they are waiting for their guns, is 
the disheartening tews that some of the biggest 
guns already mounted in our first-class ships ate 
defective, and that consequently there is no reason 
why all the other guns of the same pattern and 
system of manufacture should not give way like- 
wise. In the Rodney two of the 69-ton harbette 
gins, and in the Warspite one of the 24-ton guns, 
are cracked along more than half the length of the 
inner steel tube. In the Collingwood again, it has 
been found that the gear fitted for regulating the 
traverse of her heavy guns on their turn-tables is 
far from being satisfactory. Stops are fitted to 
automatically cut off the hydraulic power, and so 
prevent the guns from striking the bulkheads ; but 
these frequently carry away. In the other ‘ Ad- 
mirals,’ however, hydraalic buffers and friction- 
brakes are fitted to the turn-tables, but there is no 
room for these in the Collingwood.” 

Speaking on the same general subject the Admir- 
alty Gazette says : ‘‘ Recent revelations with regard 
to the supply of steel for manufacturing heavy guns 
show how hopelessly ordnance questions become 
muddled when dealt with by a board whose func- 
tions are exercised in accordauce with no fixed prin- 
ciples or continuous system. The repeated failures 
of ‘liners’ in some of our costliest weapon furcish 
further illustration, if such be needed, of the samo 





incompetence, We do not suggest for a moment 
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that the members comprising our present Board of 
Ordnance are individually lacking in intellectual 
capacity, or even in technical knowledge, but only 
complain that the result of their combined delibera- 
tiovs is practical failure and purposcless waste, such 
as would bring any great manufacturing firm to 
absolute ruin. Not only in the gun factory but in 
other departments there is similar disinclination to 
utilize or even to acknowledge the special qualifica- 
tions of experts.” A member of Parliament asserts 
that England has nearly seventy different pattern 
guns in the navy. Of these the greater number re- 
quire separate ammunition, and it is alleged that in 
a large number of cases the difference between the 
guns i3 so small that great danger of mistakes in the 
issue of ammunition from store thereby arises. 

We commend these several extracts to the attention 
of those Naval officers who are in the habit of as- 
suring us that the foreign guns are so admirable that 
we cannot do better than accept them as models. 
We have it in our power to produce a far better 
system of ordnance than any other if we profit by 
foreign mistakes instead of blindly following foreign 
precedents. 

‘*It is a scandal toa country like ours,” says the 
London Globe, ‘‘that we have not always been 
ahead of everybody inthe manufacture of artillery. 
The reason is that we have meanly waited, wealthy 
as we are, for other much poorer nations to make 
the necessary experiments, hoping to get the ad- 
vantage of their outlay. It serves us perfectly 
right that we alone among the peoples of Europe 
are now without trustworthy guns, because we have 
been too stingy to run any risks—as we ougbt.” 
Here is a hint for us also. 








DEMORALIZING THE ARMY. 


In the annual report of the Adjutant General of 
the Army for 1887 it is stated, that during the year 
the number of desertions in the Army exceeded 
those of the previous year by 150. As no cause for 
this increase is suggested, nor remedy recommended, 
we are compelled to infer that the solution of the 
problem had not yet been reached by those ia au- 
thority. But those who are continually in immedi- 
ate contact with the enlisted men, and who are 
obliged to deal directly with the question, may pos- 
sibly be able to throw some light upon the subject. 
Those who have given the matter thought assure 
us that the change began soon after the promulga- 
tion of the decision of the Supreme Court, rendered 
November 23, 1885, in the case of Kurtz y. Moffitt 
and Fields. Its first frnits haye made themselves 
apparent in 1887, as indicated in the report of the 
Adjutant General, referred to above, and the evil 
may be expected to continue increasing from this 
time forward. The number of desertions reported 
by the Adjutant General for the current year will 
no doubt be in excess of that for 1887. 

According to the ruling referred to, it is only ne- 
cessary for a soldier, who wishes to desert, to walk 
out of the post whenever he feels so disposed. If 
he succeeds in eluding pursuit until beyond the 
reach of his immediate command, he is perfectly 
safe in any part of the country, and for any length 
of time, as be will not be recognized by military 
authorities elsewhere, and civilians and civil officers 
are prohibited from arresting him without a mili- 
tary warrant or order. 

We are told that at a certain post near a large 
city previous to its publication the guardhouse was 
constantly filled with deserters from nearly every 
regiment and detachment in the Service, delivered 
up by policemen who in each case received the le- 
gal reward for his apprehension. Immediately af- 
terwards this ceased to be the case and the guard- 
house has been empty with the exception of those 
who at rare intervals have delivered themselves 
up. 

The only way in which this condition of affairs 
ean now be corrected is by an act of Congress pro- 
viding for the arrest of all deserters from the Army 
by any one recognizing themas such. The adoption 
of such an act would be in simple accord with the 
course pursued for the past hundred years. Al- 
though no act has been passed which in so many 
words specified this as the law, it has been encour- 
aged by Congress to the extent of passing laws 
from time to fime for the purpose of stimulating 
ciyil officers and. the community at large to arrest 





deserters wherever found and to deliver them up to 
the nearest military authority, by providing that 
any one doing so should receive certain rewards, the 
last law on the subject offering thirty dollars in each 
case. We have before us a descriptive list of two 
hundred deserters for whose apprehension and de- 
livery at a military post or recruiting station this 
reward is offered. 

Members of a community among whom deserters 
are running at large and known by them to be de- 
serters from the Army render themselves liable to 
the penalties provided for in Section 5455 of the Re- 
vised Statutes which prohibits the harboring, ete., 
of deserters, Should Congress enact that Section 
4599 of the Revised Statutes—which provides for 
the arrest of seamen who desert their ships—should 
include deserters from the Army the question would 
be settled. 

If the bill which has been before Congress for 
the past few years, and which has for its object the 
including of desertion in the statute of limitation, 
ever becomes a law, the difficulties of enforciag dis- 
cipline would be still further increased. 








THE report submitted to the House by Mr. Mand- 
erson from the Committee on Military Affairs, pre- 
sents a very interesting historical statement con- 
cerning the five military organizations whose badges 
it is proposed that officers and enlisted men of the 
Army shall be permitted to wear on occasions of 
ceremony. Of these societies, the report says: ‘*The 
Society of the Cincinnati has had on its roll the name 
of every officer who won distinction during the Revol- 
ution, and who survived the longand weary conflict. 
Among its honorary members were Robert Morris, 
Elias Boudinot, William Livingston, Robert R. Liv- 
ingsten, Gouverneur Morris, Rufus King, Daniel 
Webster and others equally prominent in civil life, 
and who did their country great service. The last 
survivor of the war who was a member of the society 
was Major Robert Burnett, who died in 1854.” The 
Aztec Club was founded in the City of Mexico, cn 
October 13, 1847, General Quitman being its first 
president. It was made up of officers of the U. S. 
Army, Regular or volunteer, who had served dur- 
ing the Mexican War, and seems to have been in 
the first instance a social organization. Among the 
names of its members are to be found many that 
won great distinction, not only in the war with 
Mexico, but during the War of the Rebelhon. 
Among them wiil be found Augur, Barry, Bran- 
nan, Casey, Philip St. G. Cooke, Coppee, Oritten- 
den, Drum, Gatlin, Grant, Hancock, Harney, 
Hardie, Hooker, Hunt, Lee, Longstreet, McClellan, 
Palmer, Porter, Reno, Rucker, Smith, Sacket, 
Tower, Van Vliet and Williams. The club now 
holds an annual session, and has about 200 mem- 
bers. The first Commandery of the Military Order 
of the Loyal Legion was organized in Philadelphia 
in 1865. There are now 17 comwmanderies with a 
total membership of over 5,000. The Commandery- 
in Chief was instituted October 21, 1885. Major. 
General W. S. Hancock was Commander in-Chief 
until succeeded upon his death by General Sheri- 
dan. The State commanderies have had such emin- 
ent commanders as the following: Ulysses 8. Grant, 
David G. Farragut, William T. Sherman, Henry W. 
Slocum, John M. Schofield, R. B. Hayes, Charles 
Devens, Joseph R. Hawley. Its roll of members 
contains the most distinguished names in both the 
Army and Navy of the Warof the Rebellion. ‘‘Much 
valuable material has been added to the war litera- 
ture of the country by papers written and read at 
the meetings of the commanderies, and at the head- 
quarters of many of them may be found valuable 
military libraries, war relics, and albums of por- 
traits and photographs relating to the war. The 
order is not exclusive, and worthy and eligible can- 
didates are not refused admission. In the character 
of its organization it more nearly approaches that 
of the Cincinnati than any other.” The Grand 
Army of the Republic was organized at Decatur, III., 
in April, 1868. Its OCommanders-in-Chief have 
been John M. Palmer, John A. Logan, A. E. Burn- 
side, Charles Devens, John T. Hartranft, John OC. 
Robinson, William Earnshaw, Lewis Wagner, Geo. 
S. Merrill, Paul Vandervoort, Robert Bb. Beath, 
Jobn 8. Kountz, Samuel S. Burdette, Lucius Fair- 
child and John P. Rea. The order now numbers 





about 400,000 members and the committee say that 
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it ‘‘ seems to contain all of good that is to be found 
iu the otber organizations that have been described 
in this report, and has within it many elements that 
mark it as the greatest and the best of all the mili- 
tary orders known to the Republic.”

LiguTenant J. C. Cotweuu, U. 8. Navy, was 
detailed by the Navy Department to the Proteus 
Expedition, sent out under auspices of the 
War Department, and in command of Army officers, 
to relieve Lieutenant Greely’s Arctic exploring 
party.

Tut House Committee on Naval Affairs, June 19, 
decided to report a substitute for the Whitthorne 
bill for the enrolment of a naval militia and the 
organization of naval reserve forces. The main 
point of difference between the substitute and the 
original bill is that a rate not exceeding eight per 
eent. yearly upon their value is to be paid to vessels 
eprolled in the naval reserve in place of the pro- 
vision paying a maximum rate of thirty cents for 
every thousand miles travelled, as proposed in the 
Whitthorne bill. A section of the bill makes an 
annual appropriation of $1,000,000 for inaugurating 
the reserve and continuing it in operation.

GRANT'S PLAN FOR INVADING SPAIN, 


“Do you know that General Grant once planned 
an invasion of Spain?’ said a prominent Army offi- 
cer yesterday. “It wasin 1874, and the idea grew 
out of the butchery of Ryan, the filibuster leader, 
and nearly one hund of his followers at San- 
tiago, Cuba. The execution of these unfortunate 
men wasa most barbarous one, for they were led 
out in a body, with pinioned arms, and compelled 
to kneel in a row, in front of a rudetrench that had 
been dug beside a wall. They were then shot and 
their bodies buried in the trench. The affair caused 
intense excitement and horror, and had: pot Spain 
made reparation there would undoubtedly have 
been war. 

“General Grant was President at the time and he 
made every preparation for hostilities in the event 
of Spain refusing the demands of the United States 
Government. Hesent for Lieutenant General Sheri- 
dan and tendered him the command of an expe- 
ditionary force he intended raising should the ne- 
cessity arise, and Major-General George G. Meade 
was selected as Sheridan's chief of staff. The pre- 
paratious went so far that Meade offered me a staff 
appoiutment, which [ accepted, and thus became 
familiar with Grant’s plans. 

“He intended to issue a call for fifty thousand 
veterans of the civil war, both Federal and Con- 
federate, and the officers were to be selected from 
the large number we knew would offer their ser- 
vices. This army of 50,000 men was to be mobilized 
in the neighborhood of New York and a fleet pre- 
pared to carly it across the Atlauticin two divisions. 

“The idea was to pretend it for serviceon the 
Island of Cuba, but really to land on the shores of 
Spain and march inland to Madrid. Both Grant and 
Sheridan deemed the movement a feasible one, and 
bad the United States declared war it would have 
been attempted. There were two reasens for carry- 
ing the war into Spain. The American Navy could 
not compete with that of Spain, and Grant wanted to 
make the war a brief and decisiveone. Every general 
who had been informed of the part he was to take 
was enthusiastic over the programme, and none 
doubted Sheridan’s genius tu make it successful. 
The English are talking about an invasion, yet it is 
not generally known abroad how near Spain came 
to baving an American army land on its coast and 
push forward to Madrid. One of these days such an 
ex ition will cross the Atlantic, for it would be 
safer for the United States to invade than to wait 
for invasion.”’

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THE PANAMA CANAL. 


THe New York correspondent of Engineering 
reports a lecture delivered before the American 
Society of Civil Engineers on the Panama Canal. Its 
autbor, Mr. R. K. Wright, Jr., who resigned from 
the Navy as ensign in 1884, and has since served as 
engineer on the canal, presents a most curious pic- 
ture of the waste and extravagance that prevails in 
the management of the enterprise. As to the fin- 
ancial status, he remarked that the company were 
at present paying interest on 320,000,000 dols., that 
their own estimates called for 150,000,000 cubic 
metres, rs by their own showing they had com- 

leted about one-fifth of the work. As to the organ- 
zation of the work, the contractors on the isthmus 
are to a certain extent controlled by a Committee 
in Paris, many of whom have never seen the work, 
and those who have, only saw such parts as those 
interested desired to show them. Mr. Wright 
further made the astonishing statemont that even 
Count de ps does not, in his opinion, know the 
state of things ; (120,000,000 dols., were spent in plac- 
ing the various supplies along the line, and no accu- 
rate survey bad been made until two or three years 
after the work was commenced. Then constant 
changes were made in the organization during Mr. 
Wright’s term there, the whole system being altered 
seven times. 

A contract for grubbing und clearing at $260 per 
hectare was sub-let four times, the man actually 
doing the work getting but $50a hectare. It proved 
later that this contract was only to cut down the 
trees, and the stumps had yet to be dealt with, so 
the contract for this work was again undertaken by 
the same party for the same price, 260 dols. per 
hectare, and again sublet through the various 
parties to 60 dols. per hectare. The dollars named 
were Columbian dollars, worth about 72 cents of our 
money. 

In another instance of excavation the prices ar- 
ranged for were $2.60 for rock, and 60 cents for earth 
per cubic metre. The engineer’s estimate stated 
that there was about as much of oneas of the other, 
so the contractor proposed, no doubt to save the 
trouble of computing (?), to average the price at 1.60 
dols. per cubic metre for all work performed. This 
a and extremely beautiful arrangement met 
with great favor,and was agreed on. Whenever! 
thereafter, this contractor encountered rock, he 
moved ahead and struck eartb, which at1.60 dols, 
per cubic metre, ought to have reconciled him to 
his contract. Mr. Wright also confirmed from his 
own experience the statement already made, that 
the material thrown out by the dredges was allowed 
to run back into the canal to be rebandled. In one 
instance he had dredges working just in advance of 
a small stream which discharged into the canal, and 
the material thrown out of the discharge pipe of the 
dredge was emptied into the river, and eventually 
inco the canal. He had known the Chagres River to 
drop 4 feet in anu hour, and it was no infrequent 
method to build behind adredgea dam to prevent 
the water from running out suddenly and stranding 
it. When this officer’s attention was called to the 
boulders and rocks rolling back into the canal, he 
replied this was incident to all large works, and not 
to mind it, although Mr. Wright toid him this had 
been going on for four months, and some very 
slight progress had been all the dredges had accom- 
plished. One-fifth of the work is done and the re- 
maining four-fifths contain the most difficult part 
of wd ee mee and yet in the absence of any well- 
defined plan for the solution of these difficulties, 
people are asked to believe in the ultimate success 
of the enterprise, and in its power to prove a paying 
investment.

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SECRETARY WHITNEY, 


Tuer Brooklyn Eagle recently had some gossip 
about Secretary Whitney, in which it says, with re- 
ference to Mr. Whitney’s possible retirement from 
the Cabinet: 

“The first and possibly the favorite hypothesis 
advanced for the coming change is that of the 
Secretary’s ill health. Anyone who has seen the 
pink skin and clear eyes, the elastic step and erect 
carriage of Mr. Whitney during the past spring will 
be surprised to hear that he has become an invalid. 
He rides about the country upon a big black borse 
that no one but himself and the heutenant of the 
Royal Danish Cavalry who recently was riding 
master at the Bedford Riding Asotenty in Brook- 
lyn would dare mount. He greets his friends with 
a hand clasp that frequently brings tears to their 
eyes, and altogetber there is, undoubtedly no 
healthier man in Washington than this invalid who 
is able to spend a large part of his time on the rail- 
road between here and New York. In regard to his 
supposed lack of physical vitality he has this state- 
ment to make: 

“*They say (referring to the published reports), 
that my physician advises my retirement from the 
Cabinet on account of my healtb, which is supposed 
to be rather feeble. Now, that is not correct. My 
health, 1 am glad to say, is very good. I have not 
been taking much advice of any kind from my 
doctor for six months past, and have not needed 

ny.’ 

“Ill health is not worrying Mr. Whitney half as 
much as it is the gossips. or do his private affairs 
need much attention on his part. His law practice 
bas been so long neglected that no one can, for an 
instant, think that he bas any intention of resuming 

it. The only private affairs be has had fora long 
time—nearly as long as he himself can remember— 
have been the domestic affairs within his own 
family, and no one whe has visited his town houses 
in New York or here, no one who has been favored 
with an invitation to Grasslands can for an instant 
believe that he has neglected the affairs of his family 
and home. No one who sees his devotion to the 
brilliant wife, the older children, now at home from 
boarding school on their annual vacation, and little 
Dorothy will believe that he could ever have needed 
the time to devote more attention tothem. The 
idea is as preposterous as the one which paints bim 
as a wasting invalid, blindly seeking the goddess 
Hygeia, who sits placidly upon his shoulder. 

“The plain fact of the whole matter and the one 
that the seers fail to see is that Mr. Whitney is both 
young and ambitious. He does not propose to apolo- 
gize for the absence of gray hairs. He is ambitious 
after the fashion of successful men, and he is going 
to leave the cabinet because he, in common with 
everyone of intelligence, believes a Cabinet position 
is not a good stepping stone to higher political pre- 
ferment. He will leave the Cabinet because he has 
nothing further to gain by remaiuing in it. He has 
made bis record as a Secretary of the Navy. indeed 
surpassed all recent records as the head of that De- 
partment. He bas reorganized the entire naval sys- 
tem of this country, replaced extravagance and 
theft by economy and honesty and substituted for 
wooden hulks steel ships competent to cope with the 
war vessels of the great armed powers. He has in- 
augurated the entire rehabiliment of the Navy, and 
all the work that can possibly be done by the United 
States for several years to come has been carefully 
mapped out. The ships are being completed as fast 
as the constractors have agreed, and there is noth- 
ing new to be inangurated until at least 1890 or 1892. 
No matter who succeeds Mr. Whitney as ene A 
of the Navy, the credit will go to the man who is 
responsible for all that can be accomplished during 
his successor’s term of office, and consequently little 
could be gained by four more years of work as Sec- 
retary. Mr. Whitney sees all this clearly, so he has 
decided to let President Cleveland oops anew 
Secretary of the Navy next March, and he is going 
into training for new honors. 

“Mr. Whituey isa power in New York politics. Al- 
though not the only New York man pow in the Cab- 
inet, since the death of Daniel Manning he has been 
the exclusive representative of the Administration 
in the affairs of his own State. Asan instance of 
this it may be stated that during the month of May 
and early in June, Cures the four weeks which iu- 
cluded the gathering of the State Democracy in New 
York and the National Democracy iu St. Louis, Mr. 
Whitney spent five days in New York for every one 
that be spent iu his office here. He gets the credit, 
whether he deserves it or not, of the very successful 
manipulation of the New York Convention in the 
indorsement of the Administration.”

INFANTRY : 
GYMNASTIC EXERCISES.—TRAINING, RECRUITS. 


Tue extracts which follow from the “ Military 
Letters '’ of the Prince of Hohenlohe 'Ingelfingen, 
General of Infantry and Adjutant-General of his 
late Majesty, the Emperor and King, have been 
translated from the German for the ARMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL: 


- «- + « Im the summer of 1864 I was intrusted 
with the command of a regiment (of artillery). In 
the following autumn I received my first batch of 
recruits. The barrack yard was soon entirely filled 
with the sights calculated to rouse one’s risibilities 
and which are not even remotely reproduced by the 
most outrageous caricatures of the Fliegende Blatter 
(the comic illustrated paper of Berlin). Awkward 
figures, grown lopsided through negligent bearing, 
tried unsuccessfully to stand straight; especially 
broad shouldered fellows, still in their country 
garb while their uniforms were being made, 
toppled over in vain attempts at the bulance step. 
Thick-headed fellows for whom the stock of uni- 
form caps on hand was too smal), and who had to 
wait for others which were being made to order, 
still wore their threadbare cylindrical-shaped bats, 
= took an occasional roll along the barrack 
yard. 

Two companies of infantry of the Alexander 
regiment (grenadiers of the Prussian Guard) were 
quartered in the same barracks. None of the re- 
cruits belonging to these two companies were seen 
in the barrack yard during the first eight days after 
their arrival. ben a week had passed | saw the 
first, and then only asmall squad, drilling in the 
yard. The squad marched so well tkat 1 took them 
for a detachment of men of the previous year, but 
their company commander told me, on inquiry, that 
they were recruits. I expressed my astonishment. 
He told me quite Sey that he was as much sur- 
prised by tbe fact that in my batteries they began 
to drill the men on the very first day—before they 
bad put on their uniforms; that with them no man 
was permitted to drill until he knew buw. This 
seemed to me almost like the case of the man who 
would not go into the water until he had learned to 
swim. But the success was too apparent on tbe 
captain's sidle, and on my desire he unfolded to me 
the principles of his manner of procedure. 

He explained how every man ot the lower classes 
exercises his muscles in a one-sided way only in his 
work at home; the tailor one set, the shoemaker 
another, the wood chopper another, and the farmer 
still another, and so on; how the set of muscles re- 
ceiving the least exercise became stunted by non- 
use, and hew, in nine cases in ten it was difficult and 
in some instances almost impossible for the newly- 
arrived recruit tostand or walk straight. Under 
compulsion he could of course doit, but even then 
not without pain which frequently took the shape 
of cramps, and with other trials coming upon the 
recruit in his pew surroundings, when superadded 
to homesickness, often induced stubbornness, crime, 
and even suicide. For this reason it bad become a 
tradition among the een of the guard to teach 
the recruit in the first place how to acquire control 
over his muscles by giving him free gymnastic exer- 
cises, which took place in the squad rooms, the men 
being loosely clad in their duck suits and brought 
step by step from the easiest to the more difficult 
exercises. These exercises must not be too lung- 
continued, because they were in themselves ex- 
hausting, but must alternate with other things, such 
as acquainted the recruit with his new surround- 
ings, showing him his gun, etc., all this being done 
in a way to excite his interest and stimulate his 
curiosity to the extent of inducing him to ask 
questions of his own accord. The consequence of 
these unrestrained gymnastic exercises soon be- 
came apparent in the development of the neglected 
muscles, which was perceptiblein the well-balanced 
bearing and the regular gait. Only when this point 
bas been reached should the revruit be permitted to 
put on his uniform, which has meanwhile been 
made for and fitted to him by the company tailor. 
In this way one man after another was qualified for 
and assigned to the drill squad from day to day. 

To my question whether or not any written in- 
structions in regard to this matter existed in the in- 
fantry of the Guard the captain replied in the nega- 
tive, stating that it was a gradually developed tra- 
dition, but he told me that he would have the lieu- 
tenant in charge of his recruits work the syatem up 
for me and put it in writing, subject to revision on 
his part, as this would bea useful exercise for (bat offi- 
eer. This was done. AsI found much init written ex- 
clusively for infantry, I gave the work to two of my 
battery commanders who took ano interest in the 
matter, for re-revision and adaptation to the artil- 
lery. Yhe greater portion of my battery officers, 
however, did not take to the new order of things, 
but preferred to jog along in the old ruts, saying: 
“ These things might do for the infantry, the artal- 
lery had no time for such jokes.” The next sprip 
at the annual inspection aud parade, the king look 
at the regiment with the sharp eagle glance that is 
peculiar to him, and from which nothing escapes, 
and said : “The bearing of these men is at last cor- 
rect; they are always telling me that this is not pos- 
sible in the artillery because of the peculiar field of 
its activity. [see, however, that it is quite possible.”’ 

A closer insight into these matters, as they were 
practiced in the infantry of the guard gave evid 
epce of a care, training, instruction and bodily nurs- 
ing of the individual soldier to a far greater extent 
than is ever found in the family, and such as is not 
even remotely approximated to among the lower

. . By such training the recruit soon learned to 
subordinate his muscles to bis will, and more gradu- 
ally to subject bis will tothe word of command. 
. . « « Brusqueness and frightening the recruit 
must be most carefully avoided. If the instructors 
(officers and non-commissioned officers) are conver- 
sant with their work the men soon acquire confid- 
ence. In connection with un adequate and healthy 
Ciet, a sanitation of his quarters under medical su- 
pervision, and tbe cleanliness (frequently found 
wanting in the avocations in which the recruit was 
enga while in civil life) the equally deveiopi

1 have met with re- 
cruits who found difficulty in repeating after me 
the words thirty-four. I had such an one count; his 
capacity reached to eleven; he had heard of thir- 
teen and seventeen, but could make no use of the 
latter. The Slavic populations increase the diffi- 
culty by reason of their ignorance of the German 
language. They are, besides, accustomed to a bru- 
tality and coarseness of manners at their homes of 
which we have not even a remote conception. I re- 
member a Polish-speaking recruit who was assigned 
to mefor instruction when I was lieutenant. He 
could not understand a word I said to him and stood 
gazing abstractedly into nothingness. I called upa 
soldier who could speak Polish and German and 
asked him to interpret my orders to the recruit. He 
came up and gave the recruit, without saying any- 
thing to him, a tremendous blow on theear. On 
being remonstrated with for this he said to me: 
“Never mind, Lieutenant, he'll understaud better 
now!” It appeared that among the associates to 
which the recruit formerly belonged such treatment 
was the equivalent of saying: ‘Look here, my 
man,” among us. What patience is required to 
teach such individuals all that pertains to garrison 
and field service, and good order and discipline, 
witbout yielding to the impulse of striking out right 
and left, is known ay to those whose patience has 
been practically tested. . . . The moral plane of 
many recruits is not up to that of the ten year old 
child. Many are totally devoid of all feeling of 
duty, religious consciousness, patriotism and honor, 
and alarge percentage have no perception of ab- 
stract good aud evil. The masses take the measure 
of good or evil according to the degree of punish- 
ment assigned to special acts. “I must not do this 
or that else I will be put into the house of correc- 
tion or the penitentiary.” ‘The fundamental prin- 
ciples of duty and patriotism are usually brought to 
the knowledge of the recruit for the first time by 
his instructors after he enters the Army. .. . 

With a body so highly cultured and so ready to 
take up with improvements as is the Co 
cers of the Prussian Army, hints only n be given 
to secure thoughtful consideration and give assur- 
ance of being met half way in all efforts at building 
up and perfecting our military system 

As the infantry of the guard has already abolished 
the balance step. my subordinates went still further 
and substituted for the slow step—common time— 
free gymnastics as preliminaries to teaching the men 
to march, and in this way progressed in a reverse di- 
rection, from tbe_natural to the marching gait, just 
as the short and intermediate trot is developed from 
the natural trot with remounis. The success Of this 
method became self evident at once. It had pre- 
viously been re; ed difficult for the short men of 
upper Silesia to acquire the regulatiou step of 100 to 

metres. Now recruits made in the barrack yard 
at inspection, 82 to 90 steps to the 100 metres, one 
company had even attained a step one metre in 
length with recruits. By accustoming the men on 
the drill ground to this lengthened step it was there- 
after not difficult to take the preserie’ step of four- 
fifths metres—about 81.6 inches—on broken ground 
with full equipments and packed Lhnapsacks, and the 
men acquired a marching capacity which time and 
again caused surprise amone their superior officers 
and among the lookers on in fleid maoceuvres, 

It is quite natural that the slow—common time— 
step should tend to shorten the step of the recruit’s 
natural gait, instead of serving to spread his 
apart, because when the man is compelled to stand, 
even for an instant, on one leg while the other is 
thrown forward and suspended in tho air, be is 
obliged to throw the weight of the rend back ward, 
and thus shortens his step when the ad 
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is brought down. In addition to this the slow step 
is an unnatural movement which causes the recruit 
pain—more and more in proportion as his muscles 
are les: phable. When the recruit has learned the 
marcbive step all otbers cease to have any signifi- 
eance. Formerly both thesesteps were ordered dur- 
ig prolonged periods of practice by recruit iustruc- 
tors who never bothered thettselves with thinking 
but stared forward into empty nothingness while 
r-peating mechanically, *‘one and twenty,” “two 
aud twenty,” and soon. Under such conditions it 
has occasionally happeved that a usually good na- 
tured recruit, tortured to desperation vy the muscu- 
lar pains engendered by this system, threw bis gun 
on the ground or eveu at his instructor’s head and 
had in consequence to be tried aud, punished for 
* forcible resistance to superiors.” 





ORDNANCE NOTES. 


Some time before firing the so-called “jubilee 
shot” at Shoeburyness from the 9.2ie. gun Prof. 
A. G. Greenbill, of Woolwich (Professor Mathe- 
matics and Ballistics for the advanced class of artil- 
lery officers), sent to Capt. James M. Ingalls, 1st 
Art., CU. 8. A., the following data for computation: 
Calibre, 9.2 1n.; initial velocity, 2360 f. s.; elevation, 
40 deg. What will be the range, air being at normal 
density? Captain Ingalls computed it to be 20670 
yards. The actual ranges obtained in two rounds 
were 21048 and 21358 yards, but the muzzle velocity 
was 2875 ft. s., instead of 2360 ft. s., and the air was 
below the normal density. The meanof ihese two 
ranges is 21203 yards, or only 533 yards greater than 
logalls’s computed range. Allowing for having 
taken a lower velocity in computing, and allowing 
for the smaller density of the air, this is exceedingly 
close. After tbe firing, Prof. Greenhill wrote to 
Capt. Ingalls: * Your computation bas won the 
sweepstake for the jubilee shot.”” The English com- 
putations, of Prof. Bashforth and others, were 1000 
to 1590 yards short of the observed ravge. Capt. 
Ingalls had used the value of “*C” given by Basb- 
forth, i. ¢.. 0.975. But upon subsequent information 
as to the character of the shell he was satisfied that 
this value was too great.'and be again made the 
computation, using C—0.914. With this he obtaineda 
range of 21381 yards, or only 23 yards more than the 
maximum range and 178 yards more than the mean 
rauge. The English computers have an idea that 
the excess of observed range over tbe computed 
range may be due to vertical drift, a factor which 
hus not heretofore been considered. We thivk that 
Capt. Ingalls should be given credit for this. His 
ballistic work bas been received abroad with great 
coumendation, and translated. Yet veither our 
Military nor our Naval Academy has seen fit to 
adopt his method or book. 





Much importance is attached in England to Major 
Watkins’s ‘nyenition of a position finder. The Gov- 
ernment has given him $125,000, and $5,000 a year for 
t-n years, which is deemed a cheap price. It in- 
c ‘eases the proportion of bits on a moving target a 
mile or more from shore from 20 to 80. The inven- 
tion is operated in a directing station removed from 
a battery and the simple laying of a telescope in 
this marks on the dial in front of the gunner the 
exact training and elevation. Consequently an ar- 
tillerist need not look out of the port, does not need 
to see the object, and can shoot as accurately over a 
h !1 as in any other direction. One important result 
o the adoption of theinvention is the increased 
service ability of the old muzzle-loading cannon. 
It is proposed to fit them with the position fluder 
and load with melinite sbells, making them highly 
valuable up to 4,500 yards. 





Capt. Neble, of Elswick, on testing two 8-inch 
ins—one a muzzle-loader, and the other a breech- 
oaider—obtained muzzle velocities of projectile of 
2,92 ft. and 2,096 per second respectively. This ex- 
periment is reported as showing that were the right 
means taken the penetration now obiained from 
or aa could be secured from mauzzle- 
oaders. 





The result of some trials with the new Maxim 
mitrailleuse, which has been introduced into the 
Austriun service, gives an approximate idea of the 
precision aud effects of the improved ordvance. 
During the experiments recently made in firing 
at the Steinfeld ranges, the Archduke William, 
laspector-General of Artillery, was present, when 
Hiram Maxim bimself made consecutive points 
forming the letters of his name upon the face of the 
butts, from a distance of i,950 feet. One shot fol- 
lowed another in rapid succezsion during an in- 
terval of from three to four seconds, until the word 
* Maxim ” appeared in large and regular characters, 
readily distinguistable from afar. 





Mr. Richard Morris, the inventor of an aiming 
apparatus and safety-shooting sheds, is ambitious to 
furnish the British Government with the magazine 
cases for their Lee rifles. He has invented a case 
which, according toan English contemporary, can 
be loaded witb greater rapidity than any magazine 
which is not dependent on permxnently packed 
cases. Serious jamming is rendered impossible, for 
the removal of the cartridge, in the event of any 
hitch caused by sand or grit, can ber ffected without 
detaching the magazine. This new pattern of maga- 
zine, we are told, “has been severely tested by 
throwing sand and small bits of flint among the 
cartridgcs with the view of causing a jam, but the 
obstiuction was quickly cleared, and the rifle 
worked on without interruption. It can be filled 
with six or seven cartridges very quickly, while 
four can be placed in it iv the came time now re- 
quired to load the Service rifle with a single charge.” 





For some time past experiments have been in 
progress at the Torpedo Station, Newport, R. 1., 
with a new and werful explosive. A firing test 
was mude at the Naval Ordvance proving ground 
at Annapolis, Md.,on Tuesday and Wednesday of 
the present week. ‘Lhe piece used being a six-inch 
guu kept for experimenta! purposes. Eight rounds 
were fired successfully, but at the ninth round the 
exolosive, burst ta the bore of the gun with terrilc 

e, 2 or gun w o 
violence, breaking the gun into three principal 





pieces, which were thrown toa distance of nearly 50 
feet. Although the gun was not of service type, 
having been built before the high-power guns were 
introduced, and being used only for experimental 
purposes, the nature of the fractures showed the 
metal to be of excellent quality.

The 10-inch rifled breech-loading gun, which was 
constructed at the Washington Yard, has been sub- 
jected to the severest kinds of tests during the past 
week at the Proving Grounds, Annapolis, Md. he 
gun was fired several times for the benefit of the 
Board of Visitors, and m each case has given most 
gratifying results. With a projectile weighing 500 
pounds anda charge of powder of 200 pounds, a 
muzzle velocity of 2000 feet was secured,und the ord- 
nance officials on duty ian the Departmert are en 
thusiastic about the performance. ‘The turret car- 
riage built for the Miantonomoh worked satisfactory, 
and altogether the gun and carriage bave proved a 
success in the judgment of the ordnance officers, 
from whom we obtain this information, 








AN ELECTRIC STORM. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


AT about 9.40 last evening, while lying at anchor 
in the barbor of New Bedford, Mass., a violent 
thunderstorm passed over us, a thunder bolt strik- 
ing the vessel and shattering her maintopgallant 
mast and pole. The storm was of short duration, 
lasting but fifteen minutes, and of most unusual co- 
incidence, being chiefly electrical and avcompanied 
by little wind and rain. The evening bad been clear 
and pleasant, with but few passing clouds, and so 
instantaneous was the phenomenon that we were 
pot warned of its approach. The vessel was struck 
during the first part of the storm, shaking her from 
stem to stern. 

Lightning flashes continued without any apparent 
intervals of obscurity, thus producing a coutimuous 
illumivation about us, enabling us to view the sur- 
rounding country as at aa & The lightning 
struck the main truck, and passed down the mast to 
the eyes of the wire rigging, at which place it was 
shunted off, passing down the rigging on both sides 
to the water. Durivg the conduction of the elee 
tricity, loud crackling sounds were heard, blue 
flames were visible around and about the snrouds 
and smoke-stack, and huge balls of fire flew from 
the vessel on all sides. The electrical storm subsided 
as silently as it apprvached, the evening continuing 
eulm and cool with a star-lit sky above us, and the 
atmosphere left highly charged and impregnated 
with ozone.

Of the result, the Boston Herald says: “ The camp 
of the ey ry was interesting for various reasons. 
It was the last camp of this organization which will 
be commanded by Gen. Wales, and it was the first 
appearance of tbe 2d [nfantry as a 12 company regi- 
ment. Besides, it was expected that the percentage 
of recruits on the fleld would be unusually large, 
and this proved to bethbe case. [tis doubtful if uny 
brigade of the State's militia ever went into the 
Framingham field with so many new members. 
The week's work, considering the amount of rain 
thut fell, and the amount of raw material that was 
to be worked in some sort of soldierly shane, must 
be cousidered as satisfactery. While each succeed- 
ing camp seems to be an exact counterpart of its 
predecessor, there is always a difference easily 
noticed by the veteran observer. While the militia 
seems to be progressing, it must be said tbat the ad- 
vancein the last two years bas been slight. Some 
years back—say five—there was au attempt made to 
look particularly after what is called by mavy 
‘small’ matters. Hach organizution, for instance, 
strove to excel the others in looping up tents in the 
morping and closing them at the first call for parade. 
Salutes were carefully looked after, and the man 
that failed to salute an officer was very liable to be 
hauled over the coals. There was quite a successful 
attempt made to have the mep, when off duty, out- 
of-doors, ag with coats buttoned up and caps 
worn properly. Policing seemed to be looked after 
more carefully than now, ani the interior of the 
tents of non-commissioved officers and privates were 
arranged strictly in accordance with regulation. 
Within five — it would seem that these small 
matters have been somewhat neglected, and it dues 
not seem too much to ask the organizutions of the 
2d Brigade to once more look after tbe little things. 
Guard mounting is a ceremony that seems to be 
much more generally understood than heretofore, 
showing, in a degree, the beuefits of the armory 1n- 
structions now required. Thesentry work of the 
week, takeu as a whole, was poor. vast amount 
of ignorance as to their duties was shown by a ma- 
jority of the guards.”

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NEW YORK STATE CAMP. 


Tux State Camp at Peekskill was formally opened on June 
16 and will remain open uotil Aug. 11. During the wiater 
many improvements huve been made in the camp, and cach 

ear the changes have been beneficial. The road from Roa 
hook bas been macadamized and astene wall runs along 
the camp. The mess hall has been thoroughly repovated 
and enlarged. The long row of steps by which the camp wes 
reached from the landing have been removed and flights of 
improved steps erected and tbe ascent to camp is much 
easier than last year. There should be seats erected at the 
end of each flight so that visitors could rest on the way up. 
It would be advisable it additional ground were purcha 
so that a brigade of troops could encamp at one time, and 
the brigade sigaal vy ~ should be detailed to camp, so that 
the signals could be demonstrated in drill with the troops. 
It would also be we!! to detail an engineer officer that the men 
learn bow to build bridges and entrenchments and be iu- 
structed in their use in time of services, There is plenty of 
roow for the purpose and the wen would be willing to learn. 
A rifie pit would show the men howto defend their lines 
without artillery. 

Among the many noticeable improvements in the camp is 
the drainage. Formerly when the rain fell for a long time 
the entire camp would be flooded, making the ground im- 
passable, but this season all this bas been remedied. Drain- 
age pipes bave been laid throughout the entire camp. The 
low places bave been filled in and no retuse is allowed to lay 
around the camp to poison the air. The camp cost the State 
about $125,000 last year to run it; this year it remains 
open for one week longerand the Guard have D pro- 

vided with everything for their comfort. ln former years 
those regiments not provided with blouses were forced to 
drill in camp in their heavy coats,and on a hot day many 
men were unable to stand the heat and do duty, This year 
the State has provided each regiment and company gouwg 
into camp with neat fitting blouses, and the men havea 
uniform appeurance and are better able to attend tke drilis 
during the heat of the day, and wen vo longer go about the 
camp in their shirt sleeves. In former years each regiment 
was forced to bring a band of their own to camp at a heavy 
expense ; this year the State has provided a post band and 
the band ofthe 65th Regt., of Buffalo, will remain in camp 
for the season. ‘The music is very fine and plays at reveille, 
ard mount, dress parade and tattoo, and the boys will not 
earso much of chestuutty music as formerly. 

Tents were provided by the Young Men's Christian Asso- 
ciation of New York, with all the daily papers and the mag- 
azines in a fine reading room, which is furuished with sta- 
tionery, pen andink, and every convenience for tbe Guards- 
man, and all the implements for outdoor exercise, trom 
lawn tennis to baseball, and the committee, Fred. F. Car- 
rutbers and A. E, Flinat, are always ready to extenda wel- 
come to their use without expense to the Guardsman, 
although the expenses are about per season. ‘The com- 
mittee have met with somuch encouragement from the 
regiments that they are extending their rooms in order to 
accommodate their friends. Water for the use of the men 
is at the foot of the company streets as heretofore, and the 

und is watered during the day to settle the dust. Bath 
ouses, with hot and cold water, bave been erected for the 
men, and are crowded all day. The food for the men is pro- 
vided by Caterer Windholz, under the supervision of D. 
J. ¥. Varian, Post Quartermaster, and is the best in the mar- 
ket, and ig furnished in abundance. The men march in by 
companies in enerae of the Ist sergeant and are seated and 
remain seated until the meal is finished, when they are re- 
turned to their streets; cvery thing is done without any 
confusion, and there are facilities to feed 1,000 men at a 


time. 

The lith Regt., of Brooklyn, Col. H. W. Mitchell, nnd the 
lst Provisional Battalion. consisting of the 19th Separate Co., 
of Poughkeepsie, one W. Haubeunestel; 29th Separate Co., 
of Oswego, Capt. H. H. Herron; 59th Separate Co., of Water- 
town, Capt.W. R. Zimmermann; 42d Separate Co., of Niagara 
Fails, Capt, C. B. Gaskill.

Boots and shoes are cleaned and placed with the 
toes to the front; buc«ets, wash Sacine—anpty and clean, 
upside down—in their proper place; stools in front of the 
cot, knapsacks packed against the foot of the cot with num- 
ber facing the street; mattresses are rolled up towards the 
head of the cot,and blankets foided iu five or ten paraliel 
folds and placed on top of the mattress. ‘he coats and 
biouses are buttoned and folded and placed on the blankets; 
helmets and caps placed in the coats with ornaments tu the 
front; haversacks, accoutrements and canteens are hung on 
4% Cross piece attached to the rear pole, and during the in- 
spect.on each man not on duty stands in front of tent at at- 
tention during the time the inspecting officer is inspecting 
the tents. This inspection is very critical, and particular at- 
tention is paid to its sanitary condition. The sinks ure 
flushed many times a day and night. 

The companies are inspected on Sunday morning, and 
there are no drills on that day. Each day there is detailed 
for squad duty one captain, as officer of the day, two lieu- 
tenants, three sergeants, five corporals, two musicians and 
45 privates. 

The Auard mounting 1s very fair, but is not yet satisfac- 
fory, The instructions in genes duty which the men re- 
ceived in their armories during the winter has not been unt- 
form and there isa lack of the details of the jes 
and much time Jost by first sergeants in bringing their de- 
tails on the line properly.

The 
regiment has a large number of young men a3 recruits who 
look upon the camp asa good places for their health ; they 
are accustomed to r fatigue, and go to their drills with a 
zest and will,and fall in to do their best when they are 
ordere2 to doit, Their drill ground for battalion drill is at 
tbe extreme portion of the camp, where there is plenty of 
dust, and the heat is 110 and no shade, and white collars are 
at a discount. The principal movements in the drill are 
those that cannot be executed in the armory, owing to its 
limited space. The movements ip line of battle were well 
done, as also the firing by file, company, and battalion. The 
regiment is thoroughly instructed i» the riot drill. The 
bnew men pay strict attention, and there is no perceptible 
difference in the old and new men; all are working witha 
will, and the work of the regiment is fully appreciated, and 
they haveachieved much in one week. The hard work is 
dove in the morning 10 the skirmish drills. The men are 
deployed on the grounds faciog the hills, and are advanced 
in line without regard to the difficulty of cpmoenting 
them or in crossing the stream. All the men advance asi 
they were on the parade ground, When the drill is over 
some of the men are sweating from hard climbing aod otbers 
are wet and muddy from crossing the stream. Ina short 
time after the men have returned every uniform is dried 
and cleaned, ready for battalion drill. Particular attention 
is paid by the men to presenting a neat and soldierly appear- 
ance in camp.

We 
have often seen guard duty done for months at a time with 
one night in bed; occasionally two. “The more duty the 
more honor,” used to be the watchword. We trust time is 
not weakening that code. If a soldier is physically unable 
to stand heavy guard duty when occasion requires it then 
the sooner a “ surgeon's certificate ” is made out for him the 
better for the Service. 


E. W. asks: Will you please favor me with your 
decision on the following points in tactics: Par. 815, page 
1, The colonel having given the commands ** prepare 
for review, rear open order, march,” after the ranks are 
aligned and the command “front” given, what position 
does the adjutaut take? ANns.—At the command “front” 
the adjutant takes his place on the left of the staff, one 
yard from the officer on his right, and in line with the com- 
pany officers.

Ans.—We are adv that the counsel in charge of the re 
tired soldiers’ cases, rerard the decision of the Court of 
Claims in the case of McKenna v. the United States as a very 
narrow and illiberal ove. In their opinion the law makes 
no such distinction as to allowances as that indicated in the 
opinion of the court. By section 1273 of the Revised Stat- 
utes an officer wholly retired is paid full pay and allowances, 
and the word “allowances” in the act of Feb. 14, 1885, it is 
held,is used in precisely the same sense. Besides certain non- 
commissioned officers are each entitled to one room by the 
law, as well as fuel. which provisions, it is believed, the 
court overlooked. The counsel! are so little satisfied with 
the decision that they have filed a motion in the McKenna 
case fora rehearing. This motion wiil be argued when the 
court reconvenes in October next. In‘ the meantime th 
other cases will remain is abeyance.

MODERN FORTIFICATIONS. 


Tur London Times, in a recent article on metallic 
fortifications, says: 

** A fortress is henceforth composed of an immense 
block of concrete of incredible thickness. [t will 
offer to the eye only a square, oval, or lozenge shape, 
the outside being a mere block without projections 
or access. It is not yet settled whether this block 
shall be surrounded by a trench, but all competent 
authorities in Europe seem to hold that one or sev- 
eral sheeted cannon shall move round the block, 
and as powder will in future be smokeless, this can- 
non, always in motion and escaping the enemy’s 
aim, will fire on a fixed point. This movable sheet- 
ing will make up for the absence of trenches. At 
the angles of the block, moreover, if square, or else- 
where if round or oval, there will be sheeted re- 
ducts, which will cover the base of the block and 
make assault impossible. Of course the interior of 
the block will contain the equipments of a fortress. 
The entrance is underground on the side opporite 
that where the enemy can appear. There will be air 
openings in the interior, which is lit up by electricity 
produced on the spotorat adistance. The maga- 
zine of projectiles is in aspot inaccessible to ex- 
plosions caused by shells coming from witbout. The- 
stores of other ammunition and of victuals are 
similarly protected. The hiding places for the men, 
and, in short, everything that has to be under 
shelter, are underground, and so placed as to be quite 


i a from the besiegers. Electric wires, both 
or 


messages and light, as also telephones, beyond 
the reach of the besiegers, protect the fortress 
against isolation—that is to say, against abandon- 
ment and discouragement. The underground exist- 
ence of the garrison may not be very lively, and it 
will be well to accustom as many men as possible to 
it; but that garrison will not exceed 30 or 40 men 
per fortress. 

“ The fortress will in general have two steel tur- 
rets, one on each side, which by their circular 
motion can fire in all directions. The frontier for- 
tresses will be so arranged that their fires meet, 
which is easy with the wonderful range of modern 
cannon. 

* Both the Saint Chamont and the Chatillon tur- 
rets are rotary, showing their port holes and can- 
pons only atthe very moment of discharge. The 
aim is no longer taken after ocular examination, but 
each fortress bas a plan of its entire range of fire, 
cut into divisions as numerous as is possible for the 
workiog of the cannon. The officer in command of 
the fire is stationed in an observatory inside, outside 
or even, if necessary or possible, ata great distance 
from the fortress. Hetelepheones to the officer inside 
the turret the numbered point on the plan from 
which the firing is to proceed. This order is trans. 
mitted to the pointer, and the cannon being placed 
on the point, the rotation begins. This movement to 
the point aimed atproduces an electric shock, which 


woke the gun go off, while the turret coatinues to 
tate, REA ee Se Patios Ne em Pv Oo 
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“The Chatillon Company has made an important 
change in the arrangements of the turrets by adding 
to the rotatory movement an eclipse movement. In 
other words, the turret not only turns on itself, but 
by a counterpoise mechanism of extreme simplicity 
it drops down afterfiring. It does not then project 
above the ground more than fifteen centimetres, and 
can be easily disguised. [t offers no hold on the sides, 
but only on the cupola, which is flatter than the 
Saint Chamont one. As to accuracy of fire, the gen- 
eral opinion, confirmed by the recent experiments, 
is that the eclipse turret is twice as accurate as the 
merely rotatory turret. Witb the latter the fire is 
never fixed, seeing that toconceal the cannons from 
the enemy the turret is forced to continue its move- 
ment and to come back to the point of contact 
where electricity causes the discharge, whereas the 
eclipse turret, while rotative so as to firein all direce 
tions, disappears after firing and re-appears after 
being charged without rotatory movement—that is 
to say, with the precision of fixed firing. If, for ia- 
stance, the electric contact during the rotutory 
movement has the slightest delay, the ball deviates, 
im perceptibly, it is true, at the starting poinr, but 
the deviation becomes comparatively considerable 
at the arrival point on account of the great distance. 
The eclipse turrets, moreover, are made of steel cast 
in a peculiar way, so as to be cheaper, more malle- 
able, and consequently quite as resisting as other 
steel, being at the cupola fifty centimetres thick. 
The total weight of asteel turret is 120 to 190 tons, 
and it can dre every minute or every two minutes, 
according as steam power or manual! labor is used.”’ 














THE NEW GERMAN EMPEROR. 


WRITING a few weeks ago about Emperor Freder- 
ick and the Crown Prince who is now Emperor, a 
well informed resident of Berlin said: “‘Fatber and 
son do not resemble each other in their speeches. 
The Emperor Frederick speaks quietly, cleverly, 
and with precision, not a word too much or too lit- 
tle. An expert shorthand writer has, however, diffi- 
culty in keeping up with Prince William. The 
words tumble over one another, but it all sounds 
concise and short; he takes possession of you aud 
fascinates you, and his hearers feel that he knows 
what he wants. His voice is rather harsh, which eu- 
hances the military impression it makes. At Ko- 
nigsbergin 1885 a review of the troops was held, 
and afterward ata students’ drinking bout the 
Prince commanded a ‘salamande:’ with such precis- 
ion that all the glasses struck the table together, not 
one student being behind the others. Our present 
Spee naanee when he heard of this. e had 

robably not yet discovered this talent in his son. 
Always a soldier, even when commanding a sala- 
mander,’ said he. The Prince was once present at 
the carnival in Cologne. Here there was much 
gayety, especially at the fetein the Victoria Hall, 
which was attended by the principal military and 
civil authorities, On this occasion the Prince pro- 
posed a toast to the editor of the ‘Cologne’ nuews- 
paper. He said: ‘Dr. Grieben is also a general—he 
leads thousands of soldiers every day into battle. 
Gentlemen, three cheers for comrade Dr. Hermann 
Grieben.’ 1f the Emperor Frederick had been there 
oor Konigsberg, he would have said, ‘Always a 
soldier.’ ”’ 








FOREIGN ITEMS. 


THE Swissseem to distrust Germany as much as 
Italy, and in addition to the fortifications now build- 
ing about the southern approaches of the St. Gothard 
tunnel a demand is tu be presented by the federal 
Council of Berne to the General Federal Assembly 
fur an adequate credit to construct defensive works 
at the northern end of the tunnel. Andermatt, with 
its romantic surroundings, so well known to tour- 
ists, is suggested for the additional embattled works. 


At Aldershot recently one of the brigades was 
ordered out for a field day. There were to be op- 
posing forces, one battalion against another, the 
third being in reserve. Just before operations were 
about to commence, it was discovered that one of 
the battalions opposed had been supplied with ten 
rounds of ball ammunition instead of blank, the 
result of a clerical error in the brigade orders, the 
battalion which took ball instead of blank imagin- 
ing that it was to be exervised in field firing. 

Tue Hon. A. M. Keiley, who arrived in New York 
Sunday, has been judge of the mixed tribunal 
sittin, in Cairo, Egypt, for two years past. The 
most important case which has come before the 
court recently was the claim of certain aliens who 
had come into the possession of a large quantity of 
bonds issued by Gen. Gordon while be was besieged 
in Khartoum. It seems that Gordon confiscated 
much yaluable property during his distress aud paid 
for the same in “bonds” signed by himself. The 
Egyptian Government repudiated this paper and 
the tribunal sustained its action. 

GOVERNOR GENERALS seem to be an expensive 
luxury. According to the Toronto Globe the Cana- 
dian people pay about $150,000 a year for salary and 
expenses ofa Governor-General. Since Confedera- 
tion Rideau Hall has cost about $2,500,000. “ The 
country,” says the Globe, “ might have a new seal 
stamp out from Downing street every week and re- 
turn the old one for a hundredth of the money. All 
the ceremonies incident to the departure and arrival 
of Governor-Generala might be gone through in 
sending and receiving stamps. The suggested reform 
would save successive worthy noblemen from sea- 
sickness and homesickness. It wouldn't do a particle 
harm to apybody. Why not try it?” 

Tue fastest war ship, excepting some English tor- 
pedo boats, a foreign exchange asserts, 1s the Ger- 
man torpedo-hunter Grief, an aviso of 2,000 tons, 
which, op her recent voyage from Kiel to Wilbelm- 
shaven, attained aspeed of 23 knotsan hour, The 
Grief is built on exceptionally fine lines, and resem- 
bles in her appearance a buge torpedo bost. She was 
constructed at the Germania wharf, at Kiel, from 
designs furnished by the German admiralty, and 
was launched in 1886. Her engines develop. 5,400 
horse power, and her entire hold is taken up by the 
latter, boilers and bunkers, provision being 
made besides for her crew and stores only; her 
whole construction fitting her for the special service 
for which she is intended, thatis, hunting down tor- 
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Tue Committee of the Chamber of Deputies on 
June 15 pussed’a resolution to enter into a perpetual 
treaty with the United States for the settlement by 
arbitration of disputes that may arise between that 
country and France. M. Passy, who proposed the 
resolution is President of the, {nternational League 
of Peace. 

ENGLAND seems to be increasing its hold over 
Persia. A recent London letter says: * The Sbah 
wants to negotiate a loan and is very friendly. His 
majesty bas also naval ambitions, and it is possible 
that some of the ironclads England will be glad to 
get rid of may soon be seen on the Persian Gulf un- 
der the guidance of officers seeking in a foreign ser- 
vice the advancement they have wearied of obtain- 
ing in theit own.”’ 

Tue Escercito Italiano, the official army and 
navy gazette of Italy, published lately the exact 
standing of the military forces|of that kingdom. 
Italy has accordingly: I. Regular Army.—94 regi- 
ments of infantry, 12 regiments of bersaglieri, 318 
battalions; 7 regiments of sharpshooters, 75 com- 
panies; 24regiments of cavalry, each ove ol 6 troops, 
144 troops; 12 regiments of field artillery, each one 
of 14 batteries, 168 batteries; 5 regiments of foot ar- 
tillery, each one of 14 companies, 70 companies; 1 
regiment mountain artillery; 1 regiment horse ar- 
tillery; 4 regiments of engineers, 43 companies; 6 
companies field telegraph operators; 8 companies of 
pontoneers; 4 companies of railroad men; total, 
27,800 officers, 843,499 men. The first reserve bas 142,- 
270 men, the second reserve has 136,444 men-; troops 
at the isle of Sardinia, 17,279 men; total, 295,993 men, 
with 2,916 officers. III. The ‘territorial militia 
amounts to 5,393 officers and 1,400,838 men. Grand 
total, 36,109 officers and 2,549,330 men. The Italian 
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men of war of the 2d claes; 25 men of war of the 3d 
class; 18 torpedo boats of the Ist class; 23 tor o 
boats of the 2d class ; 47 torpedo boats of the 3d class: 
88 transport vessels, Total, 235 vessels with 1,000 
officers, 13,000 sailors and marines, and 310 cannons 
of different calibre. 


THe Canadian railways have doubled in length in 
ten years, being now over 12,300 miles. ‘fhe number 
of passengers carried has increased by 66 per cent., 
and the number per inhabitant by 40 per cent.; the 
nuinber of tons of freight carried increased by 107 
per cent., the number per inhabitant by 97 per cent.; 
the receipts from freights increased by 87 per cent., 
and from passengers by 86 per cent., while the total 
receipts from all sources increased by nearly 90 per 
cent.,and the expenses by nearly 72 per cent.; the 
tons of freight carried last year amounted to 16,368,- 
000, and the number of passengers to 10,686,000. 


ENGLAND's difficulties with Thibet sre increasin 
and becoming complicated. The Thibetan author! 
ties have, it is said, shown no desire fur peace. They 
are quite shrewd enough toappreciate the difficulties 
of the British political situation. They thiuk that 
they have only to remain passively hostile for a 
sufficiently long time within their own frontier 
boundaries, to compel the British sq@jdiers to retire 
from their pocuees position. They freat the whole 
display with contemptuous indifference, and decline 
to be awed in any way to enter into negotiations for 
peace. The last report from Thibet isto the effect 
that the Chinese Commissioners were daily expected 
at Phari, about 100 miles from the Sikhim frontier. 
The Thibetans send threatening messages to the 
effect “that so soon as their preparations for war 
bave been completed they will sweep the British 
force back to Calcutta. Thibet, says the Horse

Guards Gazette, ** is supposed to be directly under 





the protection of China, and an invasion of Thibet 
may bring about a quarrel between Great Britain 
and the Celestial Empire. This would bea grave 
matter at the present time, seeing the unsettled 
state of Upper Burmah and the readiness with 
which that country cau _be invaded by hordes of 
desperadors who look to Pekin for hints as to when 
to be troublesome or quiet. It is pussible that the 
Pekio Government will do nothing in the matter. 
But then—it may.” 

A THREE-POUNDER automatic Maxim gun has just 
been tried with gent success at Erith, and the Gov- 
erament authorities bave accordingly ordered a I2- 
pounder gun on the same principle. It is further 
stated that the Maxim Company bave just concluded 
an agreement with Herr Krupp, of Essen, by which 
the latter acquires the exclusive right for 20 years 
of manufacturing these guns in Germany. 

In the British House of Commons on Monday Lord 
George Hamilton, First Lord of the Admiralty, said 
that the calculation made in regard to the number 
of trausports necessary to enable 100,000 men to land 
in Engiand, and to seize Lon‘ion by surprise, took 
into consideration only the conditions under which 
such a feat was — e; that the whole army could 
disembark simultaneously, and when landed, that it 
would be capable of rapid movement. The estimate 
that ships with a gross tonnage of 480,000 would be 
required for transporting the invading force, he 
said, was on the assumption that it would be equal 
to three army corps. comprising cavalry and artil- 
lery. Such an invading force from the Continent, 
he continued, imphed the distribution of the in- 
vaders in ports hundreds of miles apart, with a suc- 
cessful voyage of not less than a week instead of a 
=o peat, and made without opposition from a hos- 
tile fleet.

To Form an idea of the works undertaken by the 
German military authorilies, with the view of being 
able to concentrate troops on the French frontier as 
quickly as possible, it is only necessary to take no- 
tice of the grant of $2,750,000 to be devoted to alter- 
ing the great strategic line running from Mtlheim 
to Mulhouse, this being a centre from which one 
Baden, four Wurtemberg, and four Bavarian divis- 
ions can be despatched to Beliort. The demand 
made upon it is sufficient to necessitate a double line 
and a widening of the bridge over the Rbine. Ina 
short time, uew strategic lines will be opened both 
in Alsace.

A HINT FOR THOSE WHO SHAVE. 


A CONTEMPORARY says: “The finest grades of ra- 
zors are so delicate that even the famous Damascus 
blades cannot equal them in texture. It is not gen- 
erally known thatthe grain of a Swedish razor is so 
sensitive that its general direction ia changed after 
a short service. When you buy a fine razor the 
grain runs from the upper end of the outer point io 
a diagonal direction toward the handle. Constant 
stropping will twist the steel until the grain appears 
to set straight up and down. Subsequent use will 
drag the grain outward from the edge, so that after 
steady use for several months the fibre of the steel 
occupies a position exaetly the reveree of that which 
Sepentes on the day of purchase. The process also 
affects the temper of the blade, and when the grain 
sets from the lower outer end toward the back you 
havea tool which cannot be kept in condition by the 
most couscientious barber. But here's another freak 
of nature. Leave the razor alone for a mouth, and 
when you take it up you will find the grain bas re- 
sumed its first position. This operation can be re- 
peated until the steel is worn through to the back.”

ATarecent meeting of the American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers, at Nashville, Tennessee, a 
new method of obtaining large blue prints was de- 
scribed by Professor Thurston.
